reasonafalo area ofanriforous ground as 
free from rcotriclionB and oxpcnso as 
posBible 5 and iLint tlio 1u\t rcgulntioK 
those mines bbould In: to slinplo and 
coucieo as to render liulo ricccsary tho 
intorprotaliou of tho lawyer or iho 
intervention of the judicary.

■ It is with a feeling ol dsep regrat thai 
we onnoanee ihs death at Otiawa oa TofsJay 
last of Alfred WaddingtOD, Esq, qd oarly 
pioneer of British Columbia and, tt ono 
time, one of our weaitbiest aod most enter- 
prising citlzene. He had paascd several 
years at Oc'awe, eogaged in pressing upon 
the atteniion ot tbe CaoBdian Government 
his great aoheoioror the oooBtroctioD/ of an 
overland railroad throuRh British tfirriiory, 
and when on Ihe threshold of BuCoaas— on 
tbe eve of the fulfilmant of his most ardent 
•spirations, he is oat down!/ Mr. Wad- 
dingiOD wae oonnaoled with soma of tho 
oldeBt familieB in England. In early life he 
' wai ioldreated To' mioing o/ tbe European 
continent. In 1849 he oafta to Oalifornia 
and embarked in raorcaotile pureniis. In 
1858 he oama to Viotoria and purohasad a 
number of lots in tho vicinity of where are 
now Yates street aoy VVaddirjRton allay. 
Id 1862 he conceive* ibo idea of oonstrncl- 
iog a wagon-road* f/m Bate Inlet lo Fori 
Alexandria— the Hftt link in an overlaod 
railway. In proseoation of this idea ho 
•pent nearly hia eoiiro fortune. He struBjled 
against difTioaltiaB uotil the Ohileoaten lo- 
dlaoa masasored his oamp ol road-makers— 
aeventeen in namber— and destroyed hie 
Btoek of tools and provisiocs, wheo ho cjaseu 
oparationa. The Oitawa GovuiomeDt bouglit 
ibe plana for Ibii road last Spriap. Mr, 
Waddington gertred two terirs as a member 
of the Island Asiembly and was for two 
years Superiotendent of Edaoatioo." Tho 
diseaee which carried him oO waa mall pox. 
The deceased gontleman did unach to bnnq 
the Oolony into favorable nttioo abroad anil 
biB memory will long be cherished by Biitis i

liibor bo oniployeil, und bow very dilTeri'iil 
would bo lUr rf suits. BriiiKint; tlit-ir hnn cl 
rico (fri'O uuiler IJ-unuiiivn Tiirifl) they would 
ciomebut litllo duumd for uj;ricullurrtl prO' 
duulioua, and hiiviiijj euraad what money they 
couM, tlioy would return to Oblna to sponil 
it. Looking »t tbo queation aa merely cue □! 
pricd of labor, it waa open to qaestloa 
whoiber for such works Ohinesa labor was 
really chc iper than while labor. The paint 
b.id boon teetod In tho District he had the 
honor to rrpri'scut, both in the ooal minea 
und in the atono (lunrry, and the conviction 
WH8 that Chiuoao labor was not tho most pro- 
litahle. But, aa of tboso upuu wbuiii.ileVDlveit 
tlii; r«j|)oiiiiibilily uf layiiif! tho foiiud uiuiu uf 
Iiiu[)iro on ihii conlinont, it bcciuiie hon 
niuinbi-rs to take n lilj^her nod nioru coni|>rti. 
Iioii uve vii;w ot tho flut)je~t, — to iuok at it in 
till! lltfht of permanent, as well as pressnt 
ruaults, as affecting the fatura prospsrlly of 
the country. In this matter tho House should 
net forget its duty to posterity. Taking; that 
view, BomethlDg more tban the merepriee of 
labor must be kept in view. Doubtlsas to 
build the railway constituted tbe primary 
object; but tbe seeondary one of beaeSts 
ariaiug from expenditure waa not to be lost 
eight of, and the House would neither be 
juat to tho country nor to proatority if it did 
not employ every lej^itimate means within ll« 
reach for tho purpoie of aitaining the larjjsat 
posBiblo monauro of good by tho expenditure. 
Ho uarneutly hoped, therefore, that boo msm-' 
bars would join in thus bringing an infloenco 
to btac in the proper direstiuo.

the very reverse to be the fact. Tbe people of 
Britiah Columbia bad ao right to expect any 
largo inflow of white laborers so long as it was 
known that Chinese labor waa Invited to como 
into direct competition with them, The Houso 
should not lorget that tho workingman oon« 
slituted the only true basis o( society, and 
unlaaa the workingman was properly appreoi« 
ated oud protected in this country, it was 
simply idle to ezpett real, lasting prosperity. 
It was the Interest of all partiaa that the 
railway should be built it aooh a way, both 
as regarded route and labor, as to aenfar tbe 
greatest kmonnt of parmanest beaefit; and be 
was sura that coald not be obtained by em- 
ploying Chinese labor. In advocating tbo re» 
solution, h« felt that he was in tho lino of 
duty, and that, aUhough voted dswn to-day, 
the principle waa aa certalu ultimately to 
triumph aa Truth itaelf. He and tho seconder 
might, as had been suggested by the hon 
Ohfal Commissioner, stand alone; but ho 
would prefer standiag alone, oven without ft 
seconder, in a good cause, lo going with the 
m«jorlty against It.
